THAT FAREWELL ADDRESS.
Only Partly Written by Washing-
ton—Hamilton Helped Greatly.

W, E, Curtls in the Clicago Recowl,

In answer to an Inquiry I woulid say
that the authorship of that “Immortal
document,'" the farewell address of
Presidunt Washinglon, which 18 one of
the statellest oexamples  of English
compositlon, has  been  aseribed to
Hamiltun, Jefferson and Adams, Gen,
Washington was nelther an oriator noy
o writer, although he expressed himse1r
with it simple divectness that 1 often
more forelble nnd convineing than the
most florid eloguence,  According  to
Mr. Jefferson his farewell address, de-
liveried to congress ut Annapolls, was
4 composite of contributions from sev-
eral sources, and In n letter to Judge
Johnsgon of South Caroling shortly be-
tore hig death, he offered this explanun-
tion:

*With reapect to his (Washingtun'a)
farewell address, to the authorship of
which It seems, theéere are contiicting
clulms, T can stute you wome facts. He
hud determined to decline u re-elee-
tion at the end of his firat teym, andso
tar determined that he genuested Mre,
Madlison Lo prepare for Mm something
viledictory, to be addressed Lo his
constituents on his retivement. This
was done, But he was finully wvers
suaded to pegulesce in 8 second oleos
tion, to which no one more strenuously
presgad him than myself, from 4 con-
viotlon of the lmportance of strength-
ening, by longer hablt, the respect
necessary for that office, which the
welght of his character only could ef-
fect. When, at the end of his sccond
term, his valedictory came out Mr,
Madison recognized in it seyeral pas-
suges of his draught; several others,
we were hoth satisfled, were from the
pen of Hamilton, and others from that
of the president himself, Those he
probubly put into the hands of Humil-
ton to form into a whole, and henece It
miay all appear in Hamilton's hand-
writing, as If it were 2l of his com-
position.”
